He was a 
Classics professor at M.LT. but has 
recently retired. He is best know 
for his witty, mildly satirical 
portrayal of WASP culture and its 
decline in American society. His 
other works include A Cheever 
Evening, Old Boy, Love letters and 
The Middle Ages.

Teeth was written by award 
winning playwright Tina Howe, 
who has been an associate profes- 
sor at New York University since 
1983. She reveals a mixture of 
humour and horror in her works 
which focus on art, ritual, family 
life and death. Her other works 
include Museum, The Art of 
Dining and Coastal Disturbances.

Harry Kondoleon wrote Linda Her 
as the curtain raiser and compli- 
ment to The Fairy Garden, which 
won an Obie Award for most 
promising playwright in 1984. He 
was not only a notable playwright, 
he was also recognised for his 
achievements as a poet and novel- 
ist. He died of AIDS in 1994 at the 
age of 39. 


Chicks 

Chicks was written by Grace 
McKeaney. She has worked in 
television and film and as a teacher 
in playwriting at Northwestern 
University. How it Hangs was 
published in Best Short Plays and 
Deadfall was also part of the 
Humana Festival in Louisville, 
Kentucky in 1987.
